However, Chuck Armitage 
of Hope who produced the name 
says, if necessary, he will write a 
history on the Swaha tribe so the 
whole world will know of the legen- 
dary charms of Southwest Arkan- 
|^as, particularly Pike and Howard 
counties." 


But I've been talking to Chuck, 


too, about Swaha — and at last re- 
ports he was no nearer to getting 
that Indian history written than he 
was last Thursday when Graves 
and he attended the organization 
meeting in Murfrcesboro. 


I think Chuck ought to get organ-

^Hacts. Even one fact will do — as, 
for instance, there must have been 
an Indian tribe named Swaha once 
upon a time because they left a.

We used 
to see it all the time-. . . only last 
year, for instance — but then the 
waters came and covered it up.

court. 


During the evening meal he would 
rule on all the day's infractions of 
tribal laws, with mother acting al- 
ternately as plaintiff and attorney 
for the defense, and decide in pun- 
ishment. If it was a good meal, 
however, he tended to be lenient. 


In those old houses there was al- 


ways a room in which a heart- 
broken culprit could go and cry by 
nimself. But in large families, no 
matter how mean a thing you'd 
done, you were never completely 
alone. There was always a sister 
or brother to take your side. 


There were plenty of feuds dur- 


ing the day, but 
generally they 


were all settled by 
bedtime. I 


wasn't often anyone went to sleep 
mad. That was one of the bes' 
things about large families — peo- 
ple learned to get along, to sacri 
fice for each other, to recognize 
one another's rights. 


In big homes and big families 


there was no room for real selfish 
ness. But there was endless room 
for loyalty and love and the de- 
velopment of understanding. There 
were unpleasant duties — I don't 
think anyone ever wrote a poem 
on the pleasures of carrying 
out 


ashes from a coal furnace — but 
the duties were 
shared.

thing was shared; everybody felt 
necessary.
